lirium. 


During yesterday afternoon the physi- 


cians resorted to "oxygen" treatment in 
an endeavor to mitigate the constant 
pain and labor of breathing with which 
Gen. Harrison contended. 
By this 


means the ability of the parts of the 
lungs not congested and inflamed to 
purify the blood was greatly increased. 
It was this treatment which saved the 
life of Rudyard Kipling during his ill- 
ness in New York. 


Early last night there was increased 


respiration, which indicated creeping 
congestion, and the strength of Genl 
Harrison began to diminish rapidly. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock last night, 
trith his face plainly betraying his I 
agitation* Dr. Jameson left the Harri- { 
son residence for his oSce, to procure j 
additional medicines which the gravity 
of the care demanded. When he return- 
ed he said that the condition of Gen.

There is no reason why the pro- 


fession of trained nurse should be 
limited to women, yet it is a fact that 
all efforts to improve the sick-nurse 
and develop thoroughly capable and 
well-trained nurses have been for the 
benefit of women rather than men. 
Many books have been written as text 
books for trained nurses, yet scarcely 
any of them ever refer to male trained 
nurses. The entire system, as it ex- 
ists in the different hospitals, is for 
the benefit of women rather than men. 
Twenty years ago there was little dif- 
ference between the men and women 
who were employed as nurses for the 
sick. 


"The change came some years ago,"* 


explained a physician recently, "when 
young women began to take up nurs- 
ing in a benevolent way as a chance to j 
exercise charity to the poor. Thou- ' 
sands of women have become trained ' 
nurses who would not have taken up ' 
the work for the money there is in it. 
But the market value of a trained ] 
nurse has risen, and nursing the sick j 
remains a business in spite of ideals of 
< 


philanthropy. A probationer or nurse 
just starting on her work in a hospital 
is apt to be tender-hearted, and to go 
out of her way to soothe the fevered j 
brow. She pets the 
children and i 


makes herself agreeable to the pa 
tients. But sooner or later she comes 
to realize that she is in a profession 
quite as technical as any other busi- 
ness, and she finds that it is better to 
excel in the practical rather than the j 
sentimental parts of her duties. 


"Male nurses are of a different sort 


of timber. They have fewer sentimen- 
tal or philanthropic ideas, but are 
doing the saine kind of work. Pew 
hospitals have a training school for 
their education, yet all hospitals are 
obliged to employ them. As a rule, 
the men have drifted into the work • 
by chance. Certainly no sentimental | 
considerations have actuated them, as i 
a rule. A large number have come into 1 
relations with hospitals at some time i 
fcy being patients themselves.

It i* A»**rted That Tuteon Wa» Settle* 


as Early as 1532. 


It will b of interest to all our North- 


ern and Western neighbors in the sis- 
terhood of States which Arizona is 
soon to enter to learn that we have in 
our Territory a city not only far ante- 
dating the American Revolution, but 
also the oldest city in the United 
States- 


George G. H. Hilzinger, In his 


"Treasure Land,"' presents the facts 
in sprightly verse and prose: 
'"Ancient in years, but her long life well 


spent, 
She siniies serenely at the face of time. 


Sphinx-like, she sat, while ages caiae'and 
went. 
The oldest city aed the gentlest clime." 
"The struggle between Santa Fe and 


San Augustine on the question of pri- 
ority of settlement has about worn 
them out. San Augustine pants upon 
her sandy shore, while poor old Santa 
Fe grins disconsolately from amid her 
ruins. 
Tucson has not, heretofore, 


claimed anything but climate and 
prosper!'' . but now she rises to ex- 
plain that these two hoary-headed sin- 
ners have been wasting their declining- 
years in trying to prove private prop- 
erty in what belongs to neither."

Steel Kails Ee-Rolled. 


In the relaying of street railway 


tracks with heavy modern rails the 
question of the disposition of the old 
rails has been a troublesome one. 
Usually the only recourse has been to 
sell them for what they would bring 
as scrap. Recently, however, an at- 
tempt lias been made to re-roll thes^ 
rails into I-beam shape, and so utilize 
them as steel ties. It is reported in 
the Street Railway Review that on a 
short section of track thus laid, near 
Sandusky.

The Last Call on Ladies' 


and Capes. 


Michael J. Corcoran, of York.has in- 


vented a novel life preserver. Since 
the death of hi* sen by drowning on 
December 26th of last year, Mr. Cor- 
coran has been impressed with the idea 
that it is very essential that Hfe preserv- 
ers should be placed along the bank of 
the creek in the vicinity of both skating 
and swimming ground. And with that 
object in view he has costructed a very 
novel life preserver, which he will place 
during the coming week in a box con- 
structed for the purpose ut Loucks' mill, 
in the vicinity where his son was drown- 
ed. 
The preserver constructed by Mr. 


Corcoran is a double canvas bag filled 
with cork, and is thirteen inches long, 
ten inches wide and eight inches thick. 
Straps are placed across the back of the 
perserver, through which an arm can be 
placed. The weight of the preserver is 
six pounds. A long rope is attached to 
the preserver. Mr. Corcoran claims that 
anj one having one of the iife preservers 
strapped upon his shoulders can rescue 
two grown persons.—York Gazette.
